TRAVEL PERFORMED UNDER CRDERS.

The Bureau has received a number of recuests from officers requesting
permission tc travel by privately owned sutomobile in carrying out crders
involving permanent change of ctation, when trensportztion of dependents
is not involved. )

As the provisions of *the Economy Act no longer epply to travel per-
formed by naval officers under orders, an officer who receives orders
directing him to perform trevel, the method of travel not being specified,
is at liberty to choose the method by which the travel is %o be performed.
However, when the orders do not specify, the assumption is that the travel
in the United States will he performed by reil and the allowznce for travel
time will be computed on the basis of the time required to perform the
travel by rail, and an officer chould be guided accordingly in reporting:
for his next duty. For example, if the orders involve travel which hy
rail will require three days and the officer desires to travel by 2
method requiring a longer time than the totel of travel time plus the
time allowed by Navy Regulations before reperting for duty, he must ob-
tain permission from the Burzau for the necessery deley but need not ask
for authority to perform travel by privately owned sutomobile. He is
entitled to mileage regerdless whether the travel is performed by réil or
privately owned sutomecbile.

The above has referevnce to trovel by officers only, NOT DEPENDENTS.

REPORTS AFFECTING PAY STATUS OF ENLISTED MEN,

The Bureau notes zn increasing delay on the part oi cormands in for-
warding to the Pureasu certsin reports which aftect the pay status of en-
listed men. This delay renders insccurate ths date in the Bureau regard-
ing the number of enlisted men z¢tuslly in the Ravy ot any one time, the
nusber in each rating, and the number of complete yeers of service for
pay purpoces. This data is essential in edministering three important
factors: :

(a) The appropriation "Psy, Subsictence and Transportation, Navy".
(b) The Recruiting Progrem. :
(c) The system of promo*ion of enlisted men.

The ccoperation of all commends is desired to accomplish the for-
warding, as soon as practicsble, of:

(a) Jervice records of mea vho have been discharged, died, deserted,
rotired, or trausferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve.

(b) Shipping articles of men enlistine or reenlisting.

(¢} Pages 9-10 of the scrvice record when changes in rating are made or
upon completion »f a four yenr period of service for pay
purposes. '



ASSESSMENT FOR LOST MOTION PICTURE FILM.

During the past ten: nonths there have been nine instences of sound
motion picture film. (valued at 2200) lost overboard. All of this film
was comparatively new and required replacement in order that circulation
might be completed to outlying stdtions. In every case the Burezu has
considered the loss overboard to have resulted from the-carelessness of
personncl. Auteﬁtlon ie invited to the fact that esch cen conta ining an
eight-reel program reoresents a cost to the govermment of more than $200. OO
The freguency of losses overboard would indicate thet this nropcrty is not
beins safeguarded commensurately with its value. Heretofore it hag been -
the pelicy of the Bureau, in complying with the provisions of Prtmcln

E-7306, Bureau of Nﬂv1gatlon llanual, to assess small vessels, which have
relatively small incomes, not in excess of one quarter's allotment regard-
lesz of the cost of repls Lement. In moct czses this hes represented only
a portion of the loss. The remainder of the loss is deducted from the
limited funds available for the purchese of new film. Consequently, sll
other ships and stations which patronize the navy motion picture service
are adversely affected. i
